PANAMA'S DECISION 


When United States Marines were oiWered to 
Pan ama no one was particularly alarmed or disturbed 
by the fact. 
It was not thought likely thatJ any dis­ 
order or fighting would follow their arrivaj/n the dis­ 
puted region. 
Apparently they were sent chiefly as 
evidence of this government’s determination to have 
the contesting countries stand by the award they had 
previously agreed to accept. 
It is possible, of course, since any human judg­ 
men t is fallible, that former J ustice White erred in 
his decision and that actual justice has not been done 


Terms of final peace, in conformity with the 
Knox -Porter resolution of the United States con­ 
gress, have been agreed upon and embodied in a 
formal draft of treaty by official representatives of 
the United States and Germany . 
The pact, as form­ 
ulated, will be ratified both at W ashington and Ber­ 
lin without much delay , there is every reason to be­ 
lieve. 
By reason of the sweeping reservations made by 
the United States government in this treaty draft, 
this nation is in position to demand from Germany 
every favorable concession or provision of the treaty 
of Versailles; 
notwithstanding the fact that thè 
United States has not ratified or even unofficially ac­ 
cepted the Versailles com pa ct 
By the terms of the 
pending treaty , the United States is in position to 
salvage the Versailles treaty at its will and to save 
from it all that it cares to have and to reject any 
part or parts which it does not relish. 
It will be a good thing for the United States and 
the Central powers, as well as for the whole world to 
have formal peace, fully established. 
This will per­ 
mit of the negotiating of commercial treaties; of re­ 
moval of war restrictions, and of a return to the 
normal conditions which are craved by every nation.
